If a good 
Tory or a good free trade Unionist enters 
the race, Asquith will have to run his 
best to win. That is, supposing four 
men in the race, a Suffragist, a Socialist, | 
a Tory and a Home Ruler all pulling dif- 
ferent ways, the betting. would be in 
favor of the horse called Asquith landing 
the stakes—Home Rule for Ireland, the 
abomination of plural voting abolished, 
and ‘the Welsh.
